While labor scored tremendous 
payroll gains in the steel industry 
prices went up but slightly, 
the 
report said, and consumer com­ 
plaints brought against the steel 
mills were but few 
and 
a d ju s t­ 
able without revision of the code. 


Monday, NRA will try to settle 
t h e bitter struggle between 
e m ­ 
ployer groups and labor 
over 
a 
code for the construction indus­ 
try, with a strong possibility that 
for the first time it may have to 
veto insistent demands of power­ 
ful union group«.

during the week 
NRA is due also to take 
strong 
steps to create machinery (fapable 
of dealing with what officials dt- 
scribe as widespread 
"chiseling” 
under the blue eagle.

2 2 per cent.

Secretary Wallace tonight order 
ed a public hearing next Friday 
on a proposed code and a m ar­ 
keting agreement for the distill­ 
ing industry designed to give the 
federal government control of the 
industry until congress can pass 
legislation. 


The 
agreem ent 
would 
bind 
contracting distilleries 
to 
buy 
only grain grown in the United 
States for the distillation of al­ 
cohol, except for industrial pur­ 
poses, rum and brandy. 


There also would be required 
of them a benefit payment on 
grain, exclusive of malt, over and 
above any other taxes, including 
processing taxes, th a t 
might 
bo 
imposed on the 
grain. 
These 
benefits would be fixed at a rate 
to bring th e price of tho grain 
used by distillers to the current 
parity price as fixed by the secre­ 
tary of agriculturo. 


Administration of 
the 
agree­ 
ment would be by distillers board 
of thirteen, selected by the indus­ 
try itself, 
subject 
to Wallace’s 
approval. 


The functions 
of

would lucl-V 
Make rules und 
regulations 
governing 
practices 
within the industry; employ per­ 
sonnel 
or 
create 
corporations 
necessary to administer the agree­ 
ment; collect 
benefit 
payments 
assessed to bring

The provision authorizing the 
board to create 
corporations 
as 
found necessary is recognition of 
a plan 
now 
before 
President 
Roosevelt for establishment of a 
government sponsored corporation 
to direct liquor distribution. 


Enforcement of the agreement 
would be provided through licens­ 
ing all distillers. 


Oppose Clemency 
For Flint Killer 
Held In Colorado 


Denver, Nov. 18 (JP)~~A protest 
against any extension of execu­ 
tive clemency to Walter Jones of 
Flint, Mich., who is sentenced to 
die on the Colorado gallows next 
week was received by Gov. Ed C. 
Johnson today from Mayor W. A. 
Nessler of Palisade, Colo. 


Jones and a companion, Mon- 
rad J. Nelson, were convicted of 
slaying H artford Johnson, a noth­ 
er transient, in a box-car as they 
sought to 
rob the victim near 
Palisade in October, 1932. 


Nelson received a life term for 
the crime and Jones was sentenc­ 
ed to death. 
His hanging has 
been set to occur before the end 
of next week. 


The governor last week direct­ 
ed Roy Rest, prison warden, to 
proceed with 
arrangements 
for 
Jones’ hanging and has indicated 
he would not grant clemency. 


Jones, if hanged, will bo the 
last man to die 011 the Colorado 
scaffold. 
Tho 
last 
legislature 
changed the mode of capital pun­ 
ishment to asphyxiation by lethal 
gas. 


College Student 


Commits Suicide

not been as good as usual.

Michigan Expects to Get 
$40,000,000 
Busi­ 
ness First Year

• Forty 
million dollars in tho estimate of 
commercial analysts as 
to 
tho 
first year’s 
business 
that 
will 
come to 
Michigan industry be­ 
cause of the recognition of -Rus­ 
sia.

If the estimate proves correct, 
it will mean that Michigan alone 
will do three times as much busi­ 
ness with the Soviet as Russia and 
the United States 
engaged 
in 
last year. 


Thore is no official record of 
the volume of Michigan’s dealings 
wfith Russia, but it 
Is 
estimated 
that it has amountod 
to 
$ 0 0 ,- 
000,000 since 1920. 


John L. Lovett, general m a n ­ 
ager of tho Michigan Manufactur­ 
ers Association, said I10 believed 
the figure of $4 0,000,000 for the 
first year’s business after recog­ 
nition about right. 


“They have been buying right 
along,” he said. 
“ It is merely 
a question of whether they can get 
the money to buy with and the 
amount of money tho American 
government may lend 
for 
such 
purposes. 
Russia 
lias 
bought 
about $(>0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 worth of goods 
from manufacturers in this state 
since 1926 and there 
has 
not 
been a singlo default.” 


Michigan’s sales to the Soviet 
have consisted largely of automo­ 
biles and parts, machine tools and 
specialties. A firm in St. Joseph, 
Mich., has been making mechan­ 
ical stevedores for the past three 
years, almost exclusively for R u s­ 
sia. 


“ One of the 
main 
questions 
now,” Lovett said, “ is whether 
tho Russians can make acceptable 
credit 
arrangements. 
Business 
men do not know what terms they 
will want to buy on. TI10 rumor in 
Washington is that 
they

SOVIET RECOGNITION 
IS PEACE MOVE.

Savannah, Ca., Nov. 18(j*P)— Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt was cheered today 
by the Georgia bicentennial crowd 
as he told the nation that the new­ 
ly made American-ltussian under­ 
standing was aimed primarily for 
peace in the war threatened world. 


In his first public discussion of 
the recognition of the Soviet gov­ 
ernment, Mr. Roosevelt said: 


"I believe sincerely that the most 
impelling motive that lias lain be­ 
hind tho conversations which wore 
successfully 
concluded 
yesterday 
between Russia and 
the 
United 
States was the desire for peace and 
for strengthening of the peaceful 
purpose of the civilized world.” 
A d m i t s Experimentation 


The folks standing 011 tho wide 
spreading stadium field, who had 
applauded the president's previous 
attack on the critics of his gold 
control monetary program) broke 
into cheers on his Russian declara­ 
tion and waved their Hags. 


“It has been remarked of late 
by certain tories,’ said the presi­ 
dent in reference to his monetary 
policy, "that those who are today 
in charge of the government are 
guilty of great experimentation. 


"If 1 road my history right, the 
same suggestion was used when 
Englishmen, 
protesting 
in 
vain 
against 
intolerable conditions at 
home, founded new colonies in the 
American 
wilderness, 
and 
when 
Washingtons and Adamses and Mul­ 
locks conducted another great ex­ 
periment in 177(5.” 


Mr. Roosevelt, stopped here for 
a brief visit on his way to Warm 
Springs and immediately after his 
address under a sunny sky ho de­ 
parted on his special train with his 
mother, Mrs. James Roosevelt. 


"While wo are celebrating the 
planting of tin* colony of Georgia, 
wo remember that if the early set­ 
tlers had been content to remain 
011 the coast, there 
would 
have 
been no Georgia today. 


"It was tho spirit of moving for­ 
ward that led to tho exploration of 
tho great domain of piedmont and 
mountains that drove tho western 
border of tho colony to tho very 
hanks of tho Mississippi river it­ 
self. 


"In all those years of the pioneer, 
there were tho doubting Thomases, 
there was tho persistent opposition 
of those who feared 
chance, 
of 
those who played the part of the 
mule who had to he goaded to get 
him out of the stable.”

Pending the filing of the appeal, 
Ring was released on bail. 


Judge Miles ordered that Ring, 
in addition to serving the Go days, 
bo kept in jail until the tine and 
court costs are paid, the length of 
his stay not to exceed a year.

That difference has ushered in 


an era of tightened belts in tho 
American colony, G.000 strong in 
London alone, hut very few indi- 
viduals are returning to the Unit- 
ed States. 


The depreciation of the dollar, 


however, has produced one notice- 
able trend—many American con- 
cerns are paying their employees 
in Britain in sterling. 


This has been particularly true 


with concerns whose representa- 
tives in England were given sal- 
ary cuts a year ago when the dol- 
lar was at a premium.

THAT the problem 
of liquor 


control IB not entirely settled with 
the repeal of prohibition is evi- 
dent from the lively 
discussion 


that follows the offering of any 
plan to solve this age-old prob- 
lem. 


The main thing to remember, 


fcowever, during all this

balloo is that no system of liquor 
control will 
ever 
be 
devised, 


which will operate to the satisfac- 
tion of everyone.

that the legislative council,

sentiment that some way must be 
found to bring liquor drinking by 
the glass out in the open. It is 
argued that if drinks by the glass 
are prohibited, there will be 
a 


continuation of the roadbouse and 
speakeasy evil, which has been so 
devastating to public morals, par- 
ticularly among the younger gen- 
eration. 


In the solution o f . this phase 


o£ the problem, the 
legislative 


council advocates that sales may 
be sold by the glass in restaur- 
ants and hotels, in cities and vil- 
lages only ,if such a plan is ap- 
proved by a two-thirds vote of the 
city council or village governing 
body. It would make it possible 
for the citizens of a community to 
decide by referendum, 
however, 


whether it desires such a dis- 
pensing system. It is evident that 
the bitter local option fights of 
pre-Prohibition days will be re- 
newed, if this recommendation is 
enacted into law.
